Athens, Greece: The Par 
thenon. For 2,400 years the 
graceful columns and angu¬ 
lar reof have stood straight 
and lean against the Greec- 
lan sky, its famous silhou¬ 
ette visible from everywhere 
in Athens. From a distance- 
the white columns look like 
the close-packed teeth of a 
grin. But of late this etcrrwl 
smile has shown some signs 
of decay. 

The Parthenon was origi¬ 
nally built between the 
years 447 and 432 BC dur¬ 
ing the reign of Pericles In 
the midst of the famous 
Golden Age. It was this age 
that produced the great phil¬ 
osophers Plato and Aristotle; 
the great playwrites Sopho¬ 
cles, E'lripedes, and Aeschy¬ 
lus; the sculptor Phidias; the 
teacher Socrates; and the 
ix.4iticians Demosthenes and 
Pericles himself. 

But the Parthenon was nut 
dedicated to any of these 
mortals, great as they were; 
it was dedicated to Athena, 
protectress and namesake of 
the city. The temple was 
erected to signify the vic¬ 
tory of democracy due to 
Athena. 

Since the completion of 
the Parthenon ho w e v c r. 
Greece has fallen from its 
.supremacy, and as different 
.nations have overtaken the 
Mediterranean *hcy have 
each Ln turn pillaged the re¬ 
mains on top of the Acropo¬ 
lis, the 355 foot limestone 
rock which acts as a pede¬ 
stal for the Parthenan. In 
fact if it had rvot been for 
its immensity the entire 
monument would have been 
hauled off to be used lu 
some new construction, .n.s 
were most of the smaller 
temples built at the same 
time. 

Today the monument suf¬ 
fers from a destructive ele¬ 
ment that is much less vic- 
iou.s but even more ruinous 
than the earlier T>irates — 
smog. It eats slowly at th.> 
outermost portior> of the 
marble until it disintegrates 
into dust. 

Then it works on the next 
layer, and so on. Given 
enough smog and enough 
time the Parthenon would 
eventually turn Into so many 
piles of very old and vener¬ 
able dust. 'The decay is oc- 
curing at such a rapid rate 
lhat the government has 
scientists studying every pos¬ 
sible method of preserva- 
tior>, and some lhat are not 
so possible. 

Bits and fragments have 
been falling from the figures 
in the frieze that runs 
around the top of the build¬ 
ing. In order to prevent some 
of the pieces from falling 
tlie government has had 
some of the statued figures 
removed to a mu.seum. 

One of the proposed solu¬ 
tions to the problem has 
been to dismantale the build¬ 
ing piec« by piece and put 
the entire thing in a mu¬ 
seum. It puzzles me to think 
how large a room would 
have to be In order for a 
viewer to stand back and 
admire the perspeetiv* and 
proportion that it now has 
on Its Acropolis pedestal. 
Imagine the Statue of Lib¬ 
erty set In a mu.seum, or the 
Effel Tower or the Great 
Pyramids. No, I do .not be¬ 
lieve there is a room large 
enough. Only the eternal sky 
is suffiicent background for 
these architectures. 


Fortunately the idea was 
abandoned, "rhere was also a 
suggestion by a Swiss firm 
to enclose the whole struc¬ 
ture too would damage the 
building’s overall affect. At 
present it appears that the 
smog wilt, bit by bit, turn 
the giant structure to dust. 

Guides in the year 3000 
will walk along a corridoi 
in a.n .antiseptic musoiun and 
lift up vials of powered and 
crumbled marble and say, 
“This, ladies and gentlemen 
is the sifted remains of the 
37th column of the exterior 
colonn-ade. It once stood 
horizontally and mea.sured 
67 feet in height and 4Mi 
feet in diameter.” Moving on 
he would continue, "And in 
the jar on our left is the re¬ 
mainder of the great statue 
of Posiedon, god of the sea. 
Tlu> museum at one time 
possessed the entire statue, 
in granular form of course, 
hut traded away an arm and 
a leg to a museum in Rome 
for a sack of dust reported 
to bo the lovely arche<l door 
way of the Forum. 

’The rest of the statue was 
lost when a negligent clerk 
left a door open and what 
was thought to be the liead 
and torso were blown cut an 
open window. Now if you 
will move on a little fur¬ 
ther, you will sec a bottl.-; 
on your right which appeals 
to be filled with sand. It i.s 
actually the frieze of the 
great process>on. Contained 
therein are the horses, hear¬ 
ers, m.usiciarvs and magis¬ 
trates climbing up the steps 
to give honor to Athena, all 
are cloaked in the heavy 
costume of the day. It was 
noted for the slmiplicity of 
its design and the clarity of 
its execution. 

As we move along please 
be careful of the barrel of 
what locrfts to be sugar. It 
is the inner sanctum of the 
Parthenon. Archeologists ar." 
eurrerrtly working to restore 
the piece, grain by grain. 
As we move along . . . .” 
But -let us leave this be- 
leagjjered tour and return to 
the present where as yet the 
Parthenon .still starals. 

'Tlie Greeks will work hard 
to see that this monument 
will stand forever becau.se 
they realize, as does the rest 
of the world, that the Par¬ 
thenon is the physical evi¬ 
dence. the very proof, that 
the Golden Ago of man 
once existed.

City College’s Exte n d e d 
Campus Programs classes 
which in the past have beeai 
offered at no cost to stu¬ 
dents will have a fee at¬ 
tached to them when school 
resumes in September as a 
result of Proposition 13-cre- 
ated cutbacks. 

The college will charge 
progressive fees for com¬ 
munity ser\1ce classes ac¬ 
cording to the number of 
class hours and the neces¬ 
sary costs of maintaining 
and providing instruction 
for such classes. 

A minimum fee of $10 
will be charged for any 
class up to 12 hours, $15 
for 18 hours, $20 for 24 
hours, $25 for 30 hours, $30 
for 36 hours and $35 for a 
42 hour class. 

Class fees are not refund¬ 
able if an individual drops 
or withdraws from a course 
according to Dean of Ex¬ 
tended Campus Programs, 
Manuel Perez, Refunds will 
be made only If the class is 
dropped from the college 
curriculum. Any class with 
less than 20 students is sub¬ 
ject to termination. 

Fees for fall 1978-79 are 
subject to change after a 
semester evaluation says 
Perez. 

Senate Bill 154, often re¬ 
ferred to as the "bail out 
bill” for Proposiiton 13 cut¬ 
backs, provides certain non¬ 
credit classes with continued 
funding. The general cate¬ 
gories of vocational - techni¬ 
cal apprenticeship: elemen¬ 
tary - secondary basic skills 
(adult education); citizen¬ 
ship - Americanization: Eng¬ 
lish as a second language: 
and handicapp e d adult 
classes will be offered at 
PCC free of charge.

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As a means to catch up the backlog of court cases 
in Los Angeles County, a pool of the well-qualifi<3d retired 
Superior Court judges should be utilized, Supervisor Ken¬ 
neth Hahn believes. 

'There are empty (xiurlrooms during the summer time 
and at other times of the year. Therefore, we should take 
full advantage of the expert knowledge and experience 
those judges have to offer, Hahn said. 

"This would save taxpayers millions of dollars a year 
and would reduce the hiring of new judges,” he empha¬ 
sized. . 

A Superior Court Judge receives a pension. There¬ 
fore, the only cost to the taxpayers would be the dif¬ 
ference between the pension a retired jiudge receives and 
a full-judge’s salary. 

“Another way court congestion could be eliminated 
would be to have assignments planned 90 days to four 
months in advance,” Hahn stressed. 

Court reform is desperately neeiJed to speed up the 
processing of court cases without sacrificing justice. 

The Sixth Amendment to the Constitution guarantees 
a “speedy and public trial.” Court prosecutions should 
speed the guilty to conviction and the innocent to free¬ 
dom. 

“Our judicial system must be reformed and main¬ 
tained as an effective and viable entity to better provide 
justice for al„ good government and lower costs to tax¬ 
payers,” Hahn expressed. 


Save the USA! 


The ,decision by United Airlines to order 30 new Boe¬ 
ing 767 airlines, wortJi $1.2 billion, is an important victory 
for unsubsidized American induslry. 

This deal isn’t a routine business transaction in any 
sense. In ihe first place, it’s the largest commercial order, 
ever placed for a single airliner. More importantly, the 
competition to ihe newly designed American aircraft was 
the Airbus 300, which is produced by a four-nation Euro¬ 
pean consortium with the aid of a huge government 
subsidy. 

Unfortunaiely, Eastern Airlines recently ordereiJ $788 
million worth of European Airbuses. I say “unfortunately” 
because the order means loss of jobs and earnings to a 
subsidized foreign competitor. 

Americans believe in free trade. Indeed free trade is 
desirable goal. Ye. many of America’s trade partners 
to strict trade controls and direction devices. Their

Japan is corr<?ctly referred to a.s Japan Incorporated 
because its manufacturers, banks, trading companies and 
govGrnment agc.nciGs work Rs 3. iunit.

Trol of an important sector of the American market. 

No on is proposing high tariff walls to keep out all 
foreign-made manufactures. On the otlier hand, some 
concern about safe-guarding the interests of American 
Industrie's and their workers isn’t out of order. There’s 
no reason why “prolecaonism” should tie presented as 
a dirty word. Every country in the world, except the Uni¬ 
ted States, is concerned about the survival of its industries. 

The July 8 issue of “The Economist” contains news 
items about this government in.erv'ention. In Japan, ac¬ 
cording to “The Economist,” three major manufacturers 
are jointly working on very largo computer circuiis in a 
laboratory “founded with government help.” In March, 
the Swedish government offered $330 million to help 
three large Swetiis'h companies merge their steel divi¬ 
sions. In Britain, nationalized British Steel will add one 
million tons of new capacity at plants now under con- 
s ruction. 

U.S. cKimpanies idon’t receive such assistance. More¬ 
over, American antitrust laws forbid joint trade cam¬ 
paigns and special cximbinatio.ns. 

In short, U.S. corpiorations operate on a true free trade 
basis while many of their competitors enjoy government 
help. If American industry is to survdve, Congress and 
the public will have to get tough-minded about subsi¬ 
dized — and guided competition.

brown - black bodies looking 
like a myriad of dark jewels 
dotting the smooth golden 
sand. There must have been 
thousands of them! 

I think we should call this 
the Year of the Frog; they 
made appearances every • 
where along the stream! But 
oh, so tiny . . . just three- 
quarters of an inch long! 
These camouflaged lit 11 e 
amphibians jumped in everj-^ 
dirc-ction as I made my way 
carefully over the rocks. 
Some sat lazily . . . typical 
frog style ... on the thick 
algae along the stream’s 
edges. Others were either 
swimming or were drying 
off on; rocks. On one boulder 
alone I counted 14 baby 
frogs ... or should I call 
them “froglets”! 

The algae was the most 
interesting I have even seen. 
Iiv the deep pools it was 
beautiful, long, and wispy, 
like a lady’s hair, moving 
back and forth with the 
gentle current of the stream. 
However, in most places it 
was draped grac e f u 11 y 
around and over rocks look¬ 
ing so much like a thick, 
green carpet folded irregu¬ 
larly along its edges. In fact, 
if you’ll pardon the analogy, 
it looked for all the world 
like convulsions of a giant 
green brain! Intriguing! In 
places where little side - 
streams were almost dry, 
the algae was bleachedd tan, 
and appear£*d as dry, crusty 
icicles hanging from the logs 
and rocks! 

If you want an interesting 
summer evening, hike along 
the stream in Eaton Canyon. 
But please . . watch out 
for all those tiny frogs!
